MIchnel J. "Ryan's Address 


Michael J. Ryan, just back, from a 


tour of Ireland, could speak of present 
conditions i?i that country from per- 
sonal observation arid his address for 
this reastm was intensely interesting. 
In the course of his long speech he 
said: 
'Why should Ireland be .denied her 


freedom?' Wh^at argument 
is 
there 


against her claim? She is a distinct 
nation. 
The union between her 
and 


Great Britain as a'joint kingdom dates 
only from 1S01. That -union was pro- 
cured, as Gladstone 'said, 'by force and 
fraud and by means for the use of 
which every honest F.nglishman-blush- 
es.' There can be in .relation to her 
no question of boundary settlements, 
for she" is an. island, farther removed 
from England than England is from 
France. 


"In area sho. is nearly three times 


as large as Belgium; more than two 
and a half times as large as Holland, 
more than twice as large as Denmark 
or Switzerland, and .virtually equal to 
Greece, Serbia or Portugal. 


"Although within the time of living 


men her population has been cut in 
two. (being tho only civilized people in 
all the world where such a condition 
exists), nevertheless even • today .her 
population is nearly twice as great as 
that of Norway, one-half-again more 
than Denmark, and greater than Swit- 
zerland. 


"Although sho has been 
cut 
off 


largely from the trade OL the world, 
her great harbors unused and every 
effort made to prevent the coming In 
of new enterprise (for example, the 
wicked attempts 
to 
prevent Henry 


Ford from establishing a motor truck 
assembling factory in • the vicinity of 
Cork), and although her 
traffic 
is 


largely restricted to -England, yet nev- 
ertheless during 1917 her foreign trad** 
with other nations exceeded in vol- 
ume that of many independent powers. 


Fignre on Ireland's Trade 


"For example, .Serbia's foreign busi- 


ness was only $47,500,OQO; 
that 
of 


Greece $61,000,000, of Bulgaria 
$75,- 


000,000, of 
Portugal 
§115,000,000, 
of 


Rumania 
?205,000,000,

Norway 


5375,000,000,' of Denmark $325,000,000, 
of Sweden 5375,000,000, while Ireland 
carried on a foreign trade of $S20,-

"Unfortunately, 
$675,000,000

done with England alone. I say "un- 
fortunately1 because where traffickers 
can sell in but one market they must 
take the price offered or carry home 
their goods. 


"What are the objections to grant- 


ing to Ireland the right of self-deter- 
mination? Tho real one is—and 
I 


think there would be more respect for 
them if these pnid English propagan- 
dists . who are now piloting their way 
and spreading their wiles through this 
country 
would 
honestly so say — 


namely, that England fears Ireland 
as an independent poxver between her 
and the western world. As the Eng- 
lish Naval League expresses it: 'Ire- 
land \s the Helgoland of the Atlantic.' 
This real reason cannot be avowed in 
tho face of our announcement of the 
right of every people to self-deter- 
mination and that no people because 
of geographical location or otherwise 
should be compelled to endure the rule 
of an alien or to be governed against 
their will. 


"The avowed reasons are that tho 


Irish are not united and that the loy- 
alists of Ulster must be protected. As 
to the first, I assert and challenge 
honest contradiction that no people in 
the world are so united in their de- 
mand for national self-government as 
are the Irish people, not only today 
but as they have hfien for more than 
a generation. 


"What degree of unanimity ought 


to be asked to indicate the will of the 
people? Is there any nai ion on the 
earth whose people are four-fifths in 
favor of anything? The Polos are bat- 
tling among themselves, evon 
with 


freedom given them. Xot one of 
the 


subdivisions into which the old em- 
pire of Austria-Hungary has heen re- 
carved is nearly so unanimous as Ire- 
land. Xo plebiscite In Alsace or Lor- 
raine would show a four-fifths desire 
for cither France or Germany. 
T^t 


the monstrous thing Is said of Ireland 
that they are not ahllorl, 
although 


four-fifthr, of the people have cxpress- 


ed ; themselves even under the forms 
of British "Jaw as opposed to British 
rule. 


"Would we not think in America 


that four-fifths of -the people would 
represent the people? Do 
four-flfihf 


of the people favor national prohibi- 
tion, ami yet U is the law? 


Mnjority Should Hule 


"Were four-n'fths of the people 
for 


President Wl)so»? 
And yet he is our 


chieftain. Did four-fifths of the people 
support any .law 
upon our statute 


hooks? 
And yet such is the ru}e be- 


cause it is ordained by the 
majority. 


But in relation to Ireland 
the 
silly 


parrot cry goes oui: ~O, they arc not 
unanimous; they cannot agree among 
themselves. 


"In proof sometimes unthinking men. 


with no knowledge of'the history of 
our own country or with the assump- 
tion 'that their fellow Americans havo 
no knowledge, have recently said: 
'O, 


England save you a chance to come 
together in a 
constitutional conven- 


tion anri you could noi agree.' My an- 
swer is that the constitutional conven- 
tion did not represent the Irish people; 
ihnt Us makeup was dictated entirely 
by the English government.' and :yet 1 
say there was more unanimity in that' 
convention. than there was in the con- 
vention that adopted tho constitution 
of the United States, which has since 
been described ns 'the noblest Instru- 
ment that ever 
proceeded 
from 
the 


mind of man.' 


"A concord and a unanimity are de- 


manded of Ireland such as is not ex- 
pected from any other people. 


"Proportionately 
more Americans 


refused to sign the ^constitution of tho 
United States 
than tha minority in 


the Irish convention. 
Prom the state 


of New York Alexander Hamilton was 
tha only representative 
who signed. 


When'it came to be ratified Massachu- 
setts, out of- a convention of nearly 
400 delegates, only approved of it by a 
majority,1©* 19. 


"There is no such opposition of nn^ 


rest in Ulster as the American people 
have been led to believe, and the lead- 
ers of the republican forces in Ireland

The 'speaker's statement,

acquired immediately, was greeted with 
prolonged'applause. The cheering wa.*

ernment, bunds (or outstanding securi- 
ties, tho railroad would be "removed 
from the dictatorship of Wall street." 


Government ownership of 
the rail 


transportation system, said the speak- 
er, would mean an annual saving in 
Interest costs of from

hundred million dollars annually, and 
probably would permit a reduction o( 
10 per cent in current iransportatio 
rates. 
The plan as detailed by Mr. 


Plum proposes the operation of

In the love of Christ, in the guidance 
of His Holy church, in the sacred 
bonds which unite the workers every- 
where, Justice to all—to rich and poor, 
to strong and weak, must at last tri- 
umphantly arrive, and foremost in the 
train of justice is Ireland's cause.

Michael J. Ryan, just back from a 


tour of Ireland, could speak of present 
conditions til .that country from per- 
sonal observation" and Ms address for 
this reason was Intensely Interesting.

Why should Ireland be denied her 


freedom? What .argument is 
there 


against her claim? 
She Is a distinct 


nation. The union between her 
and 


Great Britain as a joint kingdom dates 
o"nly from 1801. That union was pro- 
cured, as Gladstone said, 'by force and 
•fraud and by means for the use of 
which every .honest Englishman blush- 
es.' There can be in relation to her 
.no question of boundary settlements, 
for she is an island, farther removed 
from England than England is from 
France. 
. "In area she is nearly three times 
as large as Belgium, more than two 
and a half times as large as Holland, 
more than twice as largo as Denmark 


Switzerland, and virtually equal to 


Greece, Serbia1 or Portugal. 


"Although within the time of living 


men her population has been cut in 
two {being the only civilized people in 
all the world where such a condition 
exists), nevertheless even today . her 
population is nearly twice as great as 
that of Norway, one-half again more 
than Denmark, and greater than Swit- 
zerland. 


"Although she has been 
cut . of! 


largely from the trade of the world, 
her great harbors unused and every 
effort made to prevent the coming in 
of new enterprise (for example, the 
wicked attempts 
to 
prevent 
Henry 


Ford from establishing a motor truck 
assembling factory in the vicinity of 
Cork), and although her 
traffic 
is 


largely restricted to England, yet nev- 
ertheless during 1917 her foreign trad" 
with other nations exceeded in vol- 
ume that of many independent powers.

"For example, .Serbia's foreign busi- 


ness was only 547,500,000; 
that 
of 


Greece $61,000,000,. of Bulgaria

When it came to bo^ ratified Massachu- 
setts, out of a convention 'of 
nearly 


400 delegates, only approved of it by a 
majority of 19. 


"There is n? such opposition or

rest in Ulster as the American 
people 


have been led to believe, and the lead- 
ers of the republican forces in Ireland 
today would submit the - whole ques- 
tion to-Ulster alone confident that the

from the dictatorship of Wall street." 


Government ownership ot 
the rail 


transportation system, said- the speak- 
er, would mean an annual saving in 
interest costs o£ from 
four to six 


hundred million dollars annually, and 
probably would permit a reduction of 
10 per cent in current transportation 
rates. 
The plan as delnilficl by Mr. 


Plum proposes the operation of 
the 


roads by a single corporation regulat- 
ed by and accountable to the govern- 
ment for all its acts and expenditures.

"It should be organized under fed- 


eral laws. It should be authorized to 
take and hold and operate these prop- 
erties under tho full regulatory power 
of the government.
